In this sum no mention is made of tho 
largo amount of private aid emended 
by thousand** of our members indi- 
vidually or collectively, ond of which 
no record can bo kept, For tho quarter 


ending June 30, 1890, 851,599.01 was 
expended. The total amount expended 
by tho grand army from July 1,1871 to 
July 1, 1890, amounts to the enormous 
sum of 81,987,634.55.

The Street Car Companj Tears Up the 


Broadway Belt 1.1 ne. 


According to tho surveys made by 


Civil Engineer Hill, who recently sev- 
ered his connection with tho city, the 
grade on Broadway was eo changed as 
to make it necessary to lower the grade 
of tho the street railroad track. Ac- 
cording to tho new grade tho railway 
would bo an inch too high in some 
places and all tho way to a foot in 
others. 
The paving contractors had 


suspended work on this street until it 
should 
be decided who would bo 


responsible for changing the street car 
grade. The survey was given tho street 
car company by the city engineer when 
the new track was laid, which was ac- 
curately followed by the contractor. 


Notwithstanding the fact that this 


grade is officially filed, the street car 
company, rather than have difficulty, 
will make tho change themselves. The 
work of tearing up the track was com- 
menced to-day and tho contractors will 
resume work at once.

The Executive Board in tension at 


Detroit—The Xew York Cen- 


tral Strike. 


DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 13.—The ex- 


ecutive board of the Knights of Labor 
is in session here to-day. General Sec- 
retary Hayes arrived last night and was 
in a mood to crush somebody when a 
reporter called at his hotel this morn- 
ing. He refuged to give any informa- 
tion on tho questions that will come be- 
fore the board. 


Mr. Powderly was slightly more ap- 


proachable. He said the business to be 
transacted was largely routine and local. 
Tho status of tho New York Central 
strike was a question on which he could 
offer nothing, reiterating his previous 
expression that it was the exclusive 
business of tho executive board of the 
distiiot to which the New York Central 
lines belong and with which he has 
nothing to do. The present status of 
the strike was a matter on which he re- 
fused to express an opinion. 


J. J. Holland, the member of the gen- 


eral executive board, •who has had a 
hand in the railroad strike, is about 
here, but was not at his oflico. He says 
ho will present tho -whole matter to the 
executive board to-day, and iff tor look- 
ing over tho ground they will decide 
what will be done. Tflo members of 
the board, John Costello and A. W. 
Wright, had not arrived up to 10 
o'clock this morning. It is understood 
that Mr. Wright is ill in New York. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y,, Aug. 13.—The five 


military companies which have been 
quartered at the armory here were dis- 
missed last evening by order of Adjut- 
ant General Porter. 
The delay of 


twenty-four hours, after order was re- 
stored, was because Under Sheriff 
Austin declined to give a written order 
that there was no more need for them. 
Mr. Austin's excuse was that the mili- 
tary had refused to go to East Syracuse 
when ho asked them, claiming that they 
must have orders from higher military 
authority. Since that time he has not 
considered the soldiers under his or- 
ders.
